No. 7-22/85-FRY(P):—By Resolution No. 28-2/ 
80-SC(T), dated the 26th July, 1983, the Ministry of 
Agriculture announced the decision to set up a two- 
tier Central Body, namely, the National Land Board 
and the National Land Resources Conservation and 
Development Commission, to serve as a policy plann¬ 
ing, coordinating and monitoring agency for issues 
concerning the health and scientific management of 
the country’s land resources. 


2. With a view to placing proper emphasis on 
the twin objectives of proper land use and the deve ; 
lopment of wastelands, it has now been decided that 
the National Land Board, reconstituted as the 
National Land Use and Wastelands Development 
Council, should be under the chairmanship of the 
Prime Minister. It has also been decided to set up 
the following two separate bodies under the National 
Land Use and Wastelands Development Council 
(NLWC) 

(i) The National Land Use and Conservation 
Board (NLCB) to be located in the Ministry 
of Agriculture & Rural Development, Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture Cooperation, New Delhi 
replacing the existing National Land Resour¬ 
ces Conservation and Development Commi¬ 
ssion. 

(ii) National Wastelands Development Board 
(NWDB) to be located in the Ministry of 
Environment and Forests, Department of 
Forests and Wildlife, New Delhi.
